2. Revendications 1-14 

2.1 Le document D1 , qui est consid6r§ comme representant l'6tat de la technique le 
plus pertinent, divulgue (voir colonne 2 , ligne 66 - colonne 3, ligne 9; figure 3; les 
references entre parentheses s'appliquent a ce document): 

Un ensemble de portes (1 1,12) pour la fermeture d'une baie dans une paroi, 
comprenant une premiere porte flexible (12) et une deuxieme porte (12) 
presentant au moins un bord inferieur rigide. Chacune de ces portes (1 1 ,12) 
pouvant etre soumise a un mouvement ascendant et un mouvement descendant 
respectivement entre une position d'ouverture et une position de fermeture. La 
deuxieme porte (11) etant agencee de maniere a creer une fente entre la paroi et 
le bord inferieur rigide de cette deuxieme porte (11) lors de son mouvement 
ascendant vers la position d'ouverture. La porte flexible (12) etant agencee au 
moins partiellement entre ladite deuxieme porte (1 1) et la paroi susmentionnee et 
cette porte flexible (12) pouvant se deplacer a travers ladite fente entre sa position 
d'ouverture et sa position de fermeture lorsque la deuxieme porte (11) est dans la 
position d'ouverture. 

L'objet de la revendication 1 differe de ce dispositif connu en ce que, lorsque la 
deuxieme porte est dans la position d'ouverture pendant que ladite porte flexible 
est dans sa position de fermeture, cette derniere prend appui contre le bord 
inferieur de la deuxieme porte. 

L'objet de la revendication 1 est done nouveau (article 33(2) PCT). 
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2.2 Le probleme que se propose de resoudre la presente invention peut done etre 
consid6r6 comme 6tant d'obtenir une fermeture etanche lorsque la porte flexible 
est dans la position de fermeture et la porte rigide est dans la position d'ouverture. 

Dans le document D1 un espace existe vraisemblablement deja entre le volet (12) 
et la paroi au-dessus de la baie et ceci en raison de Pepaisseur des chemins de 
guidage un tel espace pourrait aussi se produire lorsque, sous Peffet d'un courant 
d'air ou d'une pression, le volet est ecarte de la paroi. 

Pour resoudre ce probleme d'etancheite Pinvention suggere done, lorsque la 
deuxieme porte est dans la position d'ouverture pendant que ladite porte flexible 
est dans sa position de fermeture, cette demiere prend appui contre le bord 
inferieur de la deuxieme porte. 

Ainsi il existe un contact permanent entre le volet et la paroi. 

Cette solution n'est pas suggeree dans Petat de la technique et n'en decoule pas a 
Pevidence.

3.1 Uobjet de la revendication 15 independante presente le meme preambule que la 
revendication 1 et differe de Pensemble de portes connu de D1 en ce que, lorsque 
deuxieme porte (2) est dans la position d'ouverture pendant que la porte flexible 
(1) est deplacee vers sa position de fermeture ou vers sa position d'ouverture, 
cette demi&re prend appui, lors de son deplacement, contre une surface de 
guidage pourvue sur la paroi (4) au-dessus de la baie (3) et/ou au bord inferieur 
(17) de la deuxieme porte (2). 

L'objet de la revendication 15 est done egalement nouveau (article 33(2) PCT). 
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3.2 Lors de son emplacement le contact permanent entre le volet et la paroi et le bord 
inferieur de la deuxieme porte a comme consequence un frottement eleve du 
volet. 

Pour reduire ce frottement, un surface de guidage est prevue sur le bord inferieur 
de la deuxieme porte et/ou sur la paroi (4) au-dessus de la baie (3). 

Cette surface de guidage assure d'une part un glissement du volet avec un 
frottement reduit et, d'autre part , Tetancheite entre le volet et la paroi. 

Cette solution n'est pas suggeree dans I'etat de la technique et n'en decoule pas a 
Tevidence. 

L'objet de la revendication 15 est par consequent inventif (article 33(3) PCT).

1 . Reference is made to the following document : 

Dl: US-A-6 053 235 

2. Claims 1-14 

2.1 Dl, which is considered the most relevant prior art, 
discloses (see column 2, line 66 to column 3, line 
9; figure 3; references between parentheses relate 
to this document) : 

An assembly of doors (11, 12) for closing an 
aperture in a wall, comprising a first flexible door 

(12) and a second door (11) having at least one 
rigid lower edge. Each of these doors (11, 12) can 
be subjected to an upward movement and a downward 
movement between an open position and a closed 
position respectively. The second door (11) is 
arranged in such a way as to create a gap between 
the wall and the lower rigid edge of this second 
door (11) during its upward movement towards the 
open position. The flexible door (12) is arranged 
at least partly between said second door (11) and 
the above-mentioned wall, and said flexible door 

(12) is able to move through said gap between its 
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open position and its closed position when the 
second door (11) is in the open position. 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from this 
known device in that, when the second door is in the 
open position while said flexible door is in its 
closed position, the latter contacts the lower edge 
of the second door. 



The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(PCT Article 33 (2) ) . 



2.2 The problem which the present invention is intended 
to solve can therefore be considered that of 
producing a sealing closure when the flexible door 
is in the closed position and the rigid door is in 
the open position. 



In Dl a space probably already exists between the 
shutter (12) and the wall above the aperture due to 
the thickness of the guide tracks; such a space 
could also occur when the shutter is moved away from 
the wall by a draft or pressure. 

To solve this problem of sealing, the invention 
suggests that, when the second door is in the open 
position while said flexible door is in the closed 
position, the latter contacts the lower edge of the 
second door. 



There is therefore permanent contact between the 
shutter and the wall . 



This solution is not suggested in the prior art and 
does not follow obviously therefrom. 
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The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore inventive 
(PCT Article 33 (3) ) . 

2.3 Claims 2 to 14 being dependent on claim 1, their 
subject mater is also novel and inventive. 

3 . Claims 15-17 

3.1 The subject matter of independent claim 15 has the 
same preamble as claim 1 and differs from the set of 
doors known from Dl in that, when the second door 
(2) is in the open position while the flexible door 
(1) is moved towards its closed position or towards 
its open position, the latter contacts, during its 
movement, a guide surface provided on the wall (4) 
above the aperture (3) and/or the lower edge (17) of 
the second door (2) . 

The subject matter of claim 15 is therefore also 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)) . 

3.2 During movement of the shutter, permanent contact 
between it and the wall and the lower edge of the 
second door produces a high degree of friction on 
the shutter. 

To reduce this friction a guide surface is provided 
on the lower edge of the second door and/or on the 
wall (4) above the aperture (3) . 

This guide surface ensures that the shutter slides 
with less friction and a seal exists between the 
shutter and the wall. 
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This solution is not suggested in the prior art and 
does not follow obviously therefrom. 

The subject matter of claim 15 is therefore 
inventive (PCT Article 3(3)). 

3.3 Claims 16 and 17 being dependent on claim 15, their 
subject matter is also novel and inventive. 

Comment 

Contrary to PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , the description 
does not indicate the relevant prior art disclosed 
in Dl and does not cite this document. 
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
